after a long illness with a he.xrt 
ailment. 
He was SO years old. 


With him at the end were his 
wife. Ruby, bis son, Paul, and a 
sister, Mrs. Jennie Darrow Moore.

were removed. She had becu an 
inmate of the institution for over 
two years. This so impressed the 
superintendent that immediately 
dentists, nost, throat, cyo, and 
other specialists were called in to 
clear np or remove any infection 
in teeth, tonsils, sinuses, or else- 
where, with the result that about 
40 per cent of tho inmates were 
ablo to return homo. 


Today practically every mental 


institution has a dentist giving 
his entire time to the patients, 
and other specialists — gynecolo- 
gists, dermatologists, general sur- 
geons — hold clinics at regular in- 
tervals. 
Thus many 
of 
tho.sn 


whoso mental symptoms depend 
mostly upon some organic trouble 
in tho body are enabled to become 
normal again. 


Now there are ninny of us who 


do not do such foolish or unusual 
tilings that we arc considered 
"mental", yet wo come so near 
Ibis at times that our friends and 
wo, ourselves, begin to wonder it' 
we arc just quite sane. 


For instance an infected looth 


or tonsil may make us Irritable 
for some time and later make us 
(iu lot and sleepy. 
We may be- 


come actually lazy, despite the 
fact that we have hitherto always 
been alert mentally and physically. 
A lazy liver and gall bladder, ;x 
slow or lazy bowel, can give us u 
"don't care" feeling without much 
in tho way of pain or other symp- 
tom.''. 


Wo may undergo a severe shock 


or other emotional upsetmcnt and ] 
our 
reactions to 
this — loss of j 


ambition, laziness, change in be- 
havior — is blamed on the shock or 
emotion disturbance. 
In a great 


many cases tho emotional disturb- 
ance causes the above symptoms 
because all the other body pro- 
cesses have been "hurt" for tho 
time being.

The Woodstock Reformed Church 


Tho Dutch Reformed 
Church 


of Woodstock had its official be- 
ginning on January 3, 1S05, when 
a committee 
appointed by the 


Classis ol Ulster, composed'of the 
Rev. Stephen Goetchius of 
Mar- 


bletown and Shokan churches and 
the Rev. Ralph Westervelt of the 
Rochester 
and Wawarsing Re- 


formed 
churches, 
organized 
a 


group of laymen and laywomen 
into a church and ordained a con- 
sistory to govern the new organ- 
ization. 


However 1805 did not mark the 


beginning o£ religious life in the 
community. 
The records o£ tbe 


Katsbaau church show that from 
177S to 1700, children of Wood- 
stock residents were baptized by 
the dominies 
of the Katsbaan 


church. These spiritual services 
by the Katsbaau pastors 
ceased 


in 1793 and from then until 1S05, 
Dominie .Doll of the First Dutch 
Church ol Kingston ministered 
to the people ot 
Woodstock. 


There must have been some sort 
of religious organization 
before 


1505 because the records of the 
General Synod for the year 1SOO 
list Woodstock along 
with 
the 


other churches of the Classis of 
Ulster, and Corwiu's Manual of 
the Reformed Churches dates the 
beginning of the Woodstock Re- 
formed Church in the year 1709. 


Ministers of the Church 


The first concern of the newly 


organized church was to secure 
a dominie of its own. 
Thus 
in 


1506 the Rev. Peter Overbaugh 
began his ministry at Woodstock, 
remaining 
until 
1S17. 
During 


the last eight years of his 
pas- 


torate he also served the congre- 
gation of Flatbush. From IS 17 
to 1826 the church was without 
a minister of its own, being served 
during that time by pastors of 
neighboring communities. 


After 1S26, the church was con- 


tinuously 
served 
by its 
own 


ministers except for very 
brief 


periods. There have been 22 pas- 
tors in the history of the Wood- 
stock Church with the 
longest 


term of service being only 
11 


years as compared with 
other 


churches with pastorates lasting 
from 20 to even 60 years. 


The Church Building 


The first building is supposed 


to have been erected about 1S04 
by Jacobus Van Etten, father of 
John Van Etten, who built 
the 


present structure, on the site of 
what is now known as the village 
green. 
No clear records of 
the 


original structure have ever been 
found, and the only authentic link 
to its existence is the pulpit Bible 
dating back to 1S19. 


The present edifice was built in 


1844 and is a glorious monument 


to the skill of those who designed 
it. Originally the people sat lac- 
ing the entrance and the pews 
were filled with doors. In 1870, 
the balcony across the west end 
was removed, the seats changed 
so Unit the congregation 
faced 


away from the entrance, and the 
pulpit set up in the west end. 
Later two windows on the west 
&nd were closed 
and the alcove 


built for the pulpit. 
A balcony 


for the choir was built In the east 
side of the 
building. The bell 


which calls the people to worship 
•each Sunday, 
was 
hung in the 


steeple in 186S. 


No Records of Construction. 
One of the 
remarkable things 


about the present structure is that 
there is no reference- made to ita 
construction in the 
eonsistorial 


records or other 
known existing 


records—no resolution to the ef- 
fect that another church was to 
be built, no appointment of com- 
mittees to oversee the planning, 
no mention ot the 
purchase of 


land for the new building, and 
no record of funds raised for de- 
fraying the cost. For all the con 
temporary records of those times 
have to say about it—and those 
of the consistory are without a 
single break during the year of 
the 
construction — the 
church 


might have been erected by other 
parties and handed over to the 
congregation as a house of wor- 
ship together with the deed for 
the site. 
Perhaps this Is what 


did transpire but the consistory 
made no recognition of the trans- 
fer. 


The 
Woodstock 
Reformed 


Church has been the mother of 
at least one church. In 184S, the 
West Hurley Reformed Church 
was organized through the efforts 
of the minister of Woodstock. 
It 


consisted 
ot 
members 
o£ the 


Woodstock Church who resided in 
West Hurley. When the Ashokan 
reservoir was built in 1913, the 
congregation rebuilt its church in 
Xena. The two churches had one 
minister from 1S4S to 1854, and 
again were served by on* man 
from 1901 to 1933. The Wood- 
stock Reformed Church also sup- 
plied some of the material out of 
which have come the High Woods 
Reformed Church and the Blue 
Mountain Reformed Church. 


Regarding the R e f o r m e d 


Church of AVoodstock, some one 
has said, "Those 
sturdy 
Wood- 


stock 
farmers did exceedingly 


well for over a hundred years. 
Those who follow alter them have 
no mean pattern set before them." 
In this statement is found a sum- 
mary 
of the 
activities 
of the 


Woodstock Reformed Church—it 
has served its congregation well 
and stands today on a firm foun- 
dation, ready to continue its serv- 
ice to the community.

Draws Upon Whole World 


to Supply Iti Tablet. 


Washington.— Bombs, bullets and 


battleships! 
As 1938 opens to the 


worldwide anvil chorus of munitions 
manufacture, England faces not on- 
ly an estimated armaments bill of 
a b.llion and a half dollars for the 
commg year, but thc less belligerent 
in sound, but equally vital problem 
of—food. 
For thc island kingdom 


15 dependent on overseas imports 
for thc major share of her provi- 
sions. In peace or war, sea lanes 
must be kept clear to feed her float- 
ing millions. 


"At London docks, thc world's 


ships unload a never-ending stream 
ot foodstuffs, ranging from Austra- 
lian mutton to Jamaica bananas, 
from Persian dates to Brazilian cof- 
fee." says thc National Geographic 
society. 


"Here are facilities in cellars, 


sheds, caves, and warehouses to 
swallow a million tons of goods at 
one time. As custodians of this huge 
larder, thc Port of London Author- 
ity not. only acts as middleman, 
weighing, grading, and sorting va- 
rious commodities, but maintains in 
the interests of sanitation and qual- 
ity a busy corps ot inspectors, lab- 
oratory men, and experts in various 
lines. 


Use Modern Facilities. 


"There are specially-constructed 


cranes and mechanical carriers for 
handling unwieldy or odd-shaped 
packages, giant chutes for flow- 
ing rivers of grain, refrigerating 
plants, and underground vaults for 
wine whose temperature is careful- 
ly regulated to preserve rare and 
precious 
vintages from 
distant 


lands. 


"In warehouses exuding the faint, 


sweetish odor of an old apothecary 
shop are stored spices from Cey- 
lon, the East Indies and Malaya. 
Here come bales of cinnamon in the 
form of 'quills' resembling dried 
sticks, and nutmegs packed in regu- 
lation-sized containers labeled 'Sing- 
apore boxes,' and literally tons of 
pepper. London dock alone handles 
a thousand tons ot pepper annually 
(a lot of sneezes in any country). 


"To satisfy carr.ivcrous English- 


men, 70 per cent of the country's 
meat imports, (representing some 
700,000 tons) are handled at London 
each year. 


"To provide another prime staple 


in diet—bread—England buys wheat 
from five continents, win Canada, 
Australia and Argentina, chief con- 
tributors. In one recent year im- 
ported grains, including barley, 
oats, corn and beans, totaled more 
than two million tons, of which 
nearly a million and a half were of 
wheat. Presented with such astro- 
nomical figures, you realize how 
London has grown and how Eng- 
land's 
food 
demands have in- 


creased. Only a couple of centuries 
ago, wheat (which, along with other 
small grains, thc English call 
'corn') was imported into England 
in almost negligible quantities; time 
was when small grains were actual- 
ly the island's leading export. 


Favors Own Colonies. 


"Although a lavish buyer now of 


the world's farm products, John 
Bull naturally favors trade with his 
own dominions and colonies, and 
has nursed to matunty'many a once 
infant-commodity business m some 
distant part of the empire. In 1880 
London welcomed thc first shipment 
of frozen meat from Australia. Lat- 
er, at a cost of a million and a half 
dollars, the port authority built a 
sorting warehouse and cold-storage 
plant designed especially for the 
Australian and New Zealand meat 
trade. 
Today the port reaps the 


benefits, as capacious holds of snub- 
nosed British merchant ships dis- 
gorge a steady flood of such varied 
items as butter, cheese, and apples 
of New Zealand; rum and sugar 
from Barbados; grapefruit and mo- 
lasses from the West Indies; onions 
from Egypt; coffee from Kenya; 
tea, pineapples, cocoa, coconuts, 
from India and the Straits Settle- 
nents. 


"Labeled with the strange char- 


.cters of foreign tongues come also 
onsignments postmarked anywhere 
rom Kirghiz of Soviet Russia to 
.'ernambuco. Brazil. There are Ar- 
;cntine beefsteaks; Greek currants; 
jnd fresh fruit and vegetables, 
brandies and wines, from France, 
Spam and Portugal. 
Italy offers 


olive oil and canned goods, and 
from North American ports still 
more canned goods, fruit, fish, and 
grain. 
From. China and Japan, 


among other shipments, come soya 
beans and rice—and of course tea 
by the shipload; for tea has played 
an important part in the story of 
England's sea-borne trade, from 
sail to steam, over a period of 
nearly 300 years/'

Named for Their Trade* 


The word cobber, Australian lor 


"boon companion," did not origi- 


i nate with the Australians, although 


the jense given- to it belongs to the 
people who live under the Southern 
Cross. 


In England, states a writer in 


Literary Digest, cobber is Yorkshire 
dialect—a corruption of cobbler. In 
Yorkshire, men are frequently called 
by their trade, particularly when 
the surname is unknown, or the per- 
son referred to is better known 
by his given name. 
So Butcher 


Tom and Cobber Dick are forms in 
common use when referring to the 
butcher or the cobbler. But cobber 
also has other meanings—"a great 
lie," the greatness being derived 
from cob as used in northern Eng- 
land, Ireland, and Scotland for "the 
top or *ummit of anything, as a 
mountain or a hill"; also, "a leader 
chief, or master." This word has 
yet another significance. 
Used as 


a verb, "to cob to or with" means 
"to cotton to," that is, "to take a 
liking to any one." 
Thus, in Suf- 


folk, England, persons who take to 
each other are said to cob together, 
and it is probably to this associa- 
tion that the Australian cobber owes 
its origin.
